for. grazing purposes for terms of ten 
years, with the privilege of _ renewal. 
This would give the lessees a practical 
monopoly of all lands that they got 
hold of under the lease. That bill also 
failed to limit the amount of land that 
any one person or corporation might 
take up. 

Lacey's new bill authorizes the Secre- 
tary of the Interior to lease lands in 


poses, under very stringent conditions. 
In the first place, the lands may not be 
leased for a period of more than five 
‘years. Leases may be made only with 
actual homestead settlers, and not 
more than 3200 acres may be leased to 
any one person. It is provided that no 
corporation shall be permitted to lease 
these lands either directly or indirectly. 

The Secretary of the Interior is di- 

rected to divide the lands into six 
classes numbered from 1 to 6 and to 
lease them at an annual rental of 1 
cent per acre for No. 1 lands, 2 cents 
for No. 2, and so on up to 6 cents for 
No. 6 lands.

GEN. SMITH’S DEFENSE. . 
RETALIATION IS AUTHORIZED. 
(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.| 
WASHINGTON, April 30.—It is ru- 
mored at the War Department that its 
answer to the resolutions proposed by 
the Military Affairs Committee of the 
House as to the mature of instructions 
sent to Gen. Jacob H. Smith from 
Washington for his guidance in the 
Samar campaign will be very brief. 
Acocrding to the officials, no orders on 
this subject, were sent to Gen. Smith 
from Washidgton, and the officer acted 
entirely under the instructions of his 

immediate superior, Gen. Chaffee. 
It is also declared that Gen. Chaffee 
was not instructed from Washington as 
to the kind of warfare to be waged in 
— The nearest step in that direc- 
tion is the republication as a guide for 
the army of general order No. 100, the 
department taking this means of call- 
ing attention to the fact that the order 
was still in force. If the court-martial 
now trying Gen. Smith accepts the view 
that this order is in as full effect now 
as when it was promulgated in the days 
of the Civil War, then it is predicted 
here at the department that Gen. Smith 
will rely for his acquittal upon article 
30 of that order, which authorized a 
suspension of all rules of civilized war- 
fare and retaliation when the enemy 
acts in a similar manner.

ARIZONA BILL TO PASS.

WASHINGTON, April 30.—Senator 
Burton, from the Committee.on Public 
Lands, reported a resolution favorable 
to the passage of the bill granting a 
right of way across the San Francisco 
Mountain forest reserve in Arizona to 
the Central Arizona Rallway Company. 
notwithstanding the objections of the 
President, set forth in a veto message 
recently sent to the Senate. 

The President based his criticism of 
the bill on the ground that there is al- 
ready a general law authorizing the 
Secretary of the Interior to permit 
railroads to cross forest reservations, 
but the railroad company interested in 
this case makes the objection that, un- 
der the existing law, the Secretary's 
regulations require an indemnity bond 
against damage to the reservation by 
fire, and the claim is made that’ such 
an obligation is a drawback in placing 
its bonds. The railroad also urges that 
Congress has just as much right to 
grant relief by special bill in a case 
of this kind as in any other case.

Personally, he desired 
to hear his festimony before Congress 
adjourned. If the testimony of one 
provincial Governor was desirable, that

tent to pronounce an opinion on what 
is the ideal dress. 

He thinks that women must. propose 
the reforms, and arry them into et- 
fect. They must be educated differ- 


‘ently before they are capable of tak- 


ing matters into their own hands. 
He wishes to draw a model instead of 
learning the history of art; to culti- 
vate flowers instead of classifying in a 
book: to undertake the care of live 
animals instead of describing stuffed 
ones; to live in the month of May in- 
stead of writing sonnets about it. 

By developing their faculties women 
are taught what is useful and good 
from a nobler point of view than from 
that of fashions. 

He wishes women to be more truth- 
ful and sincere in their dress. He 
hates the buttons that do not button, 
the clasps that do not clasp, the bows 
that are not tied, the sham waist- 
coats and sleeves that exist only as 
far as-they can be seen, and he thinks 
that it would be a real reform of 
women’s dress if everything that is 
false and sham is swept ruthlessly 
aside.

LIVING FOR HEALTH. 


Life Processes of the Body; How They 
are Promoted and How Retarded— 
Two Quarts Water Daily. 


BY ELIZA M. M°SHER, M.D. 
(Director Women's Gymnasium. University of 
Michigan.) 

HEN we ask what is health of 

body, we receive a variety of 

answers, the best of which is 
that of the biologist, who says: “The 
body is in health when all its cells 
and tissues are in a state of normal 
activity.” What is meant by cells“ 
and by “normal activity?” The hu- 
man body, like the les of animals 
and plants, is made up of “life stuff” 
(microscopic vitalized particles of 
protoplagm) called cells. They come 
into existence through the division of 
a material cell like themselves; they 
imbibe nourishment from the liquids 
which surround them; they undergo 
chemical changes whereby they add 
| to their substances, or grow, and 
under the influenc& of that obscure 
force which we term vital they become 
specialized in function and take upon 
themselves a variety of offices within 
the body, such as muscular contrac- 
tion, the formation of protective cov- 
erings, the manufacture of secretions, 
absorption, etc. The life period of 
some of the cells is short, while that 
ef others (in the nervous system, for 
instance,) is coexistent with that of 
the body itself. How many Cells en- 
ter into the structure of the human 
‘body? So many that we can find no 
figures to number them.

DRINK WATER VERY FREELY. 

The chemical changes which body 
cells continually undergo are accom- 
panied by loss of cell substance; hence 
the process of cell repair must go on 
simultaneously or loss of body sub- 
stance will result. A study of body 
cells and tissues showe that their two 


protein. In addition they contain ox- 
yeen, fat, starch and inorganic salts. 
Water, therefore, is. a true food, and 
should be used in large amount—one 
or two quarts daily in addition to 
that taken with meals is not too much. 
It is needed not only to replace that 
which is lost from the cells, but to 
float to them the nutrient materials 
liquefied in the digestive canal and 
passed to the tissues. It is also needed 
to carry out of the body the products 
of waste. If a surplus of water is 
taken it seg finds ite way out 
through the kidneys, hungs or skin, 
thereby all the more effectively per- 
forming another important function— 
that of removing waste. 


ARGUMENT FOR MEAT. 


Protein, the second most important 
cell-building substance, is derived 
mainly from lean meat, milk, egks, 


cheese, grains and legumes (beans and 
pease.) In these food substances pro- 
tein is associated with fat, and in some 
(as in the grains and legumes) with 
carbohydrate (starch) in large amount. 
People who discard animal foods and 
products depend for their protein upon 
grains, legumes and tubers. The ob- 
jection which may be raised to this is 
that it is uneconomic to use a surplus 
of one food substance to obtain a suffi- 
.clency of another; they are obliged to 
take too much starch to obtain the 
needed protein. 
FOOD THAT GIVES ENERGY, 
The body requires not only cell- 
building material, but energy.-produc- 
ing substances to maintain its heat 
and produce movement. Within the 
| body, as elsewhere in nature, force is 
generated by chemical change. Car- 
bohydrates (starch and sugar) and 
fats, when taken into the body, readily 
undergo dissolution; the products of 
such change are easily gotten rid of, 
hence the importance of using fat, 
starch and sugar in sufficient quan- 
tity as generators of eneregy, increas- 
ing the amount in cold ather, and 
when physical exertion is demanded. 
PROPER FOOD PROPORTION, 
All foods ‘contain enough inorganic 
<alts to replace those lost from the 
body. Chloride of sodium (common 
salt) possibly may be an exception, 
since we crave it in perceptible quan- 
tity. It increases the palatability of 
many foods, and as it is easily re- 
moved from the body there is no ob- 
jection to its use as a condiment... To 


sary to supply it regularly with water, 
meat (or its equivalent in protein- 
bearing food.) with fat and with 


these in the day's food, roughly given, 
would be three parts protein, one or 
two parts fat and ‘six parte starch or 
sugar. The quantity of food required 
depends on age, sex, activity of mind 
and body, habit, season, ciimate, etc. 
In children not only repair of cells is 
going on, but also their multiplication, 
as the process of growth proceeds. 
They need more food, therefore, in 
proportion to body weight and size 
than do adults. None need be troubled 
by the voracious appetites of growing 
children. Provide them with well- 
cooked food (changing the proportion 
perhaps to two parts protein, one part 
fat, to eight or nine of starch and 
sugar, giving at the same time a suf- 
ficient amount of vegetable food “to 
fill up the chinks’) and they will not 
injure themselves by over-eating. 
After the age of 50 years, chemical! 
changes within the body go more 
slowly than in early life, and 8 food 
is needed to replace loss. If a “green 
old age“ is desired, a careful guard 
must be set upon the appetite, and 
only as much food consumed as can be 
utilized by the body. 
“AMERICANITIS.” 

Habit has much to do with the de- 
mands of appetite. We in America no 
doubt get in the habit of eating more 
than do our trans-Atlantic neighbors, 
and especially do we eat more pro- 
tein food. Some sanitarians attribute 
to this the nervous disorders grouped 
under the popular term ‘“American- 
itis.” It ie quite possible’ they are 
right, but we should include in the 
explanation the free drinking of ice 
water with meals, an unstinted use 
of sweets (candy, for instance,) with 
and without other food, mental strain 
and worry and an indoor life. 

WHAT THE LIVER NEEDS. 
The liver is a vast 8 of cells, 
which are burrounded by blood vessels, 


microscopic in size.

work for the benefit of the body, 
therefore when disordered the entire 
body suffers. To keep them in health 
much water must be taken, and only 
such amounts of 22 sugar and 
starch as are really needed for body 
use. Vigorous physical exercise should 
be habitual, and chilling of the skin 
should be avoided. 

HOW OXYGEN IS ABSORBED. 

Every cell and tissue of the body re- 
quires oxygen to maintain its life. 
How is it possible to transport this 
precious gas from the atmosphere to 
within 
the body structure? Thus far. we 
have considered only those cells which 
are fixed and etationary within the 
body. We now turn to cells quite as 
wonderful which are never for a mo- 
ment fixed, from the time fhey are 
launched upon the blood stream from 
their birth place within the marrow 
cavity of the long bones, until their 
life work ends. Down the blood stream 
they move, now large 
vessels, now floating 


one office for the blood are they in- 
trusted, viz., the carrying of oxygen 
to cells tnd tissues. Hungry for this 
gas, the red biood cells pass through 
the capillaries surrounding the 4air- 
filled sacs within the lungs; from the 
air which these sacs contain they ab- 
sorb all the oxygen they can carry, 
which in uniting with their substance 
changes its color from dark blue to a 
brilliant red. On their way they float, 
to give the glow of health to cheek 
and lip, and vigor to weary muscle 
cells. From their loosely-carried load 
of oxygen they impart whatever 
amount the cells along their route de- 
mand; two or three times a minute 
perchance, the red blood celle come 
back to the lung reservoir, to refill 
their ruddy boats. 
THE BODY'S AIR PUMP. 

But how is that small sylinder of air 
within the chest replenished, from 
which 5,000,000 red blood cells per 
cubic millimeter of blood are contin- 
ually abstracting oxygen? The thorax 
or chest (in which, it is estimated, 
725,000,000 air sacs are suspended.) is 
provided with vable walls. Mus- 
cles, under the Jinfluence of a nerve 
center in t ulla oblongata (hind- 
ermost section of the brain, contin- 
uous with the spinal cord,) contract 
and relax eighteen times a minute 


is? (more or less) from birth till death: 


with each contraction the chest wall 
is raised and its floor (the diaphragm) 
depressed, thus nearly doubling the 
size of the space within it: as na- 
ture abhors a vacuum” air rushes in 
through nose and mouth to fill the 
enlarged air chambers. Muscular re- 
laxation and rest follow contraction; 
down drop the chest walls, and upward 
rises the tired diaphragm; as the space 
diminishes the air which it contained 
returns to that larger reservoir, the 
atmosphere outside the body. .- 
CORSET EVILS. 


What will happen if through tight 
clothing or bad habits of posture the 
beneficent work of the chest muscles is 
interfered with? Manifestly red cells 
in large numbers will pass through 
crowded and cramped capillaries, ly- 
ing on undistended air sacs, without 
being able to take on the precious 
cargo for which they came. Since 
fewer red cells must perform the task

While 
it may not produce striking conse- 


quences immediately, it predisposes to 
disease by weakening the power 
cells to resist the poisons of disease- 
producing germs; it also impairs the 
ability of the mother to produce robust 
offspring. thus cheating the nation as 
well as the individual out of the high- 
est possible development. 
EXPELLING CARBONIC CID GAS. 

What becomes of the ca nic-acid 
gas which forms in the body in large 
amount as a result of the chemical 
decomposition of fat, sugar and 
starch? The same beneficent stream 
which floats upon its bosom those ox- 
ygen-carrying cells absorbs this gas, 
which, having no further office, ie 
worse than useless, since it interferes 
with the absorption of 333 by the 
fixed cells of the 133 
within the moving pioet current the 
carbonic-aciqd gas reaches the alr- 
filled chest, where freedom awaits it. 
Through the delicate wall of the ca- 
pillary vessels it bubbles, and on into 
the air sacs, from whence it event- 
ually finds its way through the tra- 
chea (windpipé) into the open air out- 
side of the body. The great importance 
of a free and continuous removal of 
carbonic-acid gas from the body, pre- 
sents another objection to the alto- 
gether too common practice of limit- 
ing the movements of the chest by 
tight or stiff clothing and by bad hab- 
its of vosture. 

Impure air in living-room, bedroom 
or classroom will produce similar re- 
sults to those which follow the limi- 
tation of chest movement. It predis- 

s the body to disease. Children 
and feeble persons are more suscepti- 
bue to the influence of bad air than 
are the robust. Women are more 
quickly affected by it than men, but 
no one can hope to long escape its 
evil consequences. 

To maintain the body cells in nor- 
ma! activity—t.e., in health—the respir- 
atory mechanism should be developed 
instead of wea ed, and by good ven- 
tilation the blood should be contin- 
vally supplied with pure alr.
